More than 
75 College Park residents signed a 
complaining of conditions. 
They said it was necessary to go to 
the back platform for the receipts, 
and that often the conductor left 
the car at the terminus so suddenly 
that the passengers had to do with- 
out the receipts. 

Meanwhile the litigation over the 
5-cent fare contract between the 
city and the company Is pending in 
the state supreme court, and 7 cents 
is being collected.

Raw Cotton Consumption. 

It was found that the mills are 
willing to make deferred payments 
in American currency. The report 
said it was too early in the cotton 
year to obtain any authoritative 
estimate of this year’s raw cotton 
consumption in Germany. Last 
year’s consumption was about 500,- 
000 bales. This year between 600,- 
000 and 700,000 bales, held last year 
as army stocks of yarn, have been 
exhausted. 

“Pre-war Germany 
about 1,800,000 bales,’ the report 
SAYS. “The loss of Alsace-Lor- 
raine has reduced its spinning and 
weaving capacity about 13 per cent. 
The industry now works an eight- 
hour day instead of ten hours. Its 
maximum capacity may therefore 
be called 1,200,000 bales. The pur- 
chasing capacity of the domestic 
market has shrunk enormously and 
is expected to remain low for some 
years.

“I felt,” said Mr. Denman, “that 
it would be a grave danger to the 
president to have such a man in 
our employ because he probably 
would be the object of designing 
persons who might want to get him 
in an embarrassing position. I fig- 
ured, too, that it might bring us 
embarrassment to have a member 
of the‘ president’s family in the 
board's employ.” 

Criticised Hurley. 

Mr. Denman criticised what 
described as the policy adopted by 
the board under the administration 
of E. N. Hurley, of Chicago, -his 
Successor as chairman of the board. 
The board, under Mr. Hurley, erred, 
he said, in failing to follow recom- 
mendations for the construction of 
a large fleet of Diesel motor ships 
and for the separation of the opera- 


| tion and construction activities of 
| the board.

TERROR OF THE PEOPLE 
WITHOUT PARALLEL 


Alleged That Fires Were 
Started by British Forces 
to Avenge Ambush of 
Troops—Efforts Made to 
Stop Looting. 


London, De®ember 14.—The Daily 
Mail Says prominently in its sec- 
ond edition this morning that tele- 


The Belfast post- 
office reported it was unable to 
get in connection with Dublin. 


Cork. December 13.—The week- 
end of terror and wild destruction 
through which Cork passed left in 
its train a terrible welter of ruin. 


Where have been no fresh outbreaks 
of shooting and the conflagrations 
mostly burned themselves out, but 
today the finest part of the city lay 
@o mass of ruins. In St. “Patrick 
Street, which was the main com- 
mercial artery of the city, solid 
blocks of business premises, the 
most imposing in Cork, have been 
Wiped out. 

- More than three hundred buildings 
are said to have been destroyed. 
ex- 
tinguishd, but there are occasional 
poradic outbursts of flames. 

The police and military ar hav- 
ing the greatest difficulty in keep- 
ing the thousands of spectators 
from the wrecked premises, the 
walis of which threaten to collapse 

St. Patrick street, one of the main 
thoroughfares of Cork, this morn- 
ing presented the appearance of 
having been wrecked by an earth- 
aguake. Looting has been general. 
Outside the fire zone the _ police 
seized a gang of burglars who 
were killing a jwoman. 

Destruction on Great Scale. 

The city engineer, stated today 
that the destruction was on a great 
scale too great for him to make an 
immediate estimate of the number 
of buildings destroyed, and in other 
‘quarters it was said more than three 
hundred had been burned with the 
loss of more than 3,000,000 pounds 


sterling. 

It was a matter of wonder in 
Cork today that no one appears to 
have perished in the flames. This 


- 


was due largely to the fact that 
most of the business premises were 
locked up, while in other cases 
residents had been warned and fled. 


The terror which possessed the city 
Saturday night was unparalleled. 
Many residents in the vicnity of 
Dillon’s Cross, where the military 
cadets were ambushed Saturday 
night, fled their homes in fear and 
Spent the night in the fields. 

~ Throughout Snuday the panic con- 
tinued and an exodus from the cen- 
ter of the cy occurred. Strong 
mobile bodies of soldiers took pos- 
session of the streets to prevent fur- 
ther acts of incendiarism and at- 
tempts at looting. The curfew hours 
passed quietly. 

Today life in Cork was strangely 
quiet, with crowds gazing hopeless- 
ly and awed at the heaps of smok- 
ing ruins. The belief is general that 
the fires unquestionably were the 
result of incendiarism. 

Cork Council for Freedom. 

A special meeting of the city 
council, presided over by Lord May- 
or O'Callaghan this afternoon 
adopted the following resolution: 

“We, the corporation of Cork, af- 
fim once more that the Irish na- 
tion is fighting for its very exist- 
ence. against an unscrupulous ene- 
my, but is desirous of an honorable 
peace consistent with its position 
aS a SOvereign state, and we ex- 
press undiminished confidence in 
our elected representatives. who 
alone are authorized td speak in 
our behal.. 

“We proclaim our unaltered de- 
termination to seek or sanction no 
truce save such international agree- 
Ment as may be arranged between 
the Dail Eirenann and the English 


government.” 
A military patrol was ambushed at 


town yesterday: The attackers threw 
bombs from two houses, but were 
defeated. Two of the attackers were 
killed, several wounded and two cap- 
tured. One: soldier was wounded. 
The houses from which the bombs 


were thrown were burned. 


BRITISH TROOPS 
STANDING GUARD 
OVER CORK RUINS 


London, December 13.—British 
regulars stood guard today over 
twisted and blackened ruinz left 
by the fires which Saturday night 
and yesterday swept virtually un- 
checked through the city of Cork. 
Ireland. Charges are made that 
police auxillarfés there, maddened 
by the killing and wounding of 
comrades by ambushed Sinn Feiners 
on Saturday, loosed the fire demon 
On-the city. Estimates of the loss 
run as high as $15,000,000. 

Hours of terror were spent by 
the people of Cork during Saturday 
night, the wildest disorder prevail- 
ing throughout the city. It is said 
several lives were lost, and dis- 
patches declare two brothers named

Hardly a Shop Unscathed. 

Two districts of Cork were swept 
by the flames. In the business 
section, along St. Patrick street, 
fr- ,Ok to Maylor, hardly a shop 
was left unscathed. This was the 
shopping center of Cork and in un- 
troubled times boasted many pros- 
perous stores. South of St. Patrick 
street the’ fire ran uncontrolled 
along Winthrop street and other 
narrow thoroughfares as far as Old 
treorge street. Thus an area of 
three blocks in this part of the 
town was reduced to masses of 
debris. 

It was not in this district, how- 
ever, that the loss of the fire was 
centered. The magnificent city hall 
of Cork, located on the southern 
end of the Parnell bridge that spans 
the River Lee, was also laid in ruins. 
In addition, the Carnegie library, 
just across Anglesea street, to the 
‘west, was burned, and the corn ex- 
change, just behind the city hall 
and to the south, was at least par- 
tially destroyed. Reports say Al- 
bert Quay, lying along the south- 
ern bunk of the river, is a mass of 
desolation. 

Dispatches reaching Londem today 
say that Cork was quiet and that 
orders had been given the regular 
soldiers to shoot looters on sight. 
Damaged premises have been plun- 
dered in some instances, it is said, 
but the miiltary is in’ absolute 
control at present. Reports as to 
the loss of life are conflicting, and 
are, for the most part, vague and 
conjectural. 

Exact Details Net Known. 

Exact details of the events lead- 
ing up to the conflagration of Sat- 
urday night have not as yet been 
received here. Some reports tend 
to question the accuracy of earlier 
dispatchs, but others repeat the 
story told in first reports. All in- 
dicate that the disorders and fires 
had a direct connection with the 
attack made upon the lorry carry- 
ing police auxiliaries. Some news- 
papers are frankly skeptical of these 
reports and suggest that the fires 
might have been caused by the ex- 
plosion of stored ——< ate 
y ound te Bae oe ay in ec 
why wg thers indicate their be- 
lief the fires weer a reply to the 
establishment of martial law in 
southwestern Ireland, and it is re- 
marked that dispatches have not 
furnished proof that the fires were 
set by men bent on reprisals. 

Monsignor Daniel Cohalan, bish- 
op of Cork, is said to have an- 
nounced in his eathedral last eve- 
ning his intention to ex-communi- 
cate any one participating in fur- 
ther ambuscades of crown forces 
in his diocese.

MRS. PORTER’S FATHER

For years he was a leader in 
financial affairs in the south. He 
was one of th efounders of t:e Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical company, a 
director in a number of large insti- 
tutions, prominent in social affairs 
and identified with the /Presbyte- 
rian church. For several years Mr. 
Tinsley had been in failing health. 
Last spring he spent several months 
in Atlanta with his daughter. 

He was 78 years old. He had a 
fine war record, leaving Hampton- 
Sidney college when a_  0boy, and 
fighting with Lee’s army through the 
Virginia campaigm Shortly after 
the civil war, he married Miss Par- 
tie Winston Jones, also a Virginian. 
She died in 1909. 
Mr. Tinsley’s estate, Picque- 
nocque, near Richmond, was the 
scene of unbounded hospitaliy and 
noted throughout that section of the 
Old Dominion. 

Surviving Mr. Tinsley are six 
daughters and one son, and twenty- 
eight grandchildren. His daugh- 
ters are Mrs. J. C. Miller, Hunting- 
ton.

Rutherford Rose, Miss Claire Tins- 
ley, Mrs. Edward Mack, Richmond, 
and Mrs. J.Russel] Porter, Atlanta.

‘Cap’ W. R. Joyner 
Leaves Atlanta 
After 59 Years 


Warhorse of City Fire 
Department and Ex- 
Mayor Goes to Dallas, 
Texas, to Be With Son. 


After fifty-nMme years continuous 
residence in Atlanta, “Cap” Joyner 
has left the city. 

Not because he wanted to—good- 
ness knows. For as “Cap” stood 
at the Terminal station, ready to 
take his train for Dallas,’ Texas, 
Monday afternoon, there were tears 
in his eyes and a choke in his voice 
when he told his friends that he 
would have loved to spend every 
minute of the days that are left 
him right here with the people who 
have loved him and honored him. 

But for some Months past, the 
“Cap’s” health has ‘been failing and 
that fine old pair of eyes, that could 
peer through the thickest cloud of 
smoke that ever marked an Atlan- 
ta conflagration, have practically 
lost their power of vision. 

Specialists have told him that it’s 
unsafe for him to be about the 
streets now. That’s why he’s leav- 
ing to be with his son, Richard 
Joyner, who is a prosperous busi- 
ness man of the Texas city. It had 
to be sometHing that serious to 
make “Cap” Joyner leave Atlanta. 

“Who is ‘Cap’ Joyner?” 

Well, you haven't been in Atlanta 
long if you don’t know W. R. Joy- 
ner, who is as familiar a figure in 
‘the city as the statue of Henry 
Grady. Why he was city marshal 
of Atlanta before the town was big 
enough to boast of a chief of police, 
and when he was chief of the fire 
department, he didn’t go to blazes in 
a cushioned -automobile, with a 
chauffeur and a windshield and all 
sorts of do-dads. 

Went in Red Baggy. 

He went to fires in a fire buggy 
that Was painted red and was drawn 
by a horse that could step a mile 
in nothing and he could take cor- 
ners on one wheel and “Cap” did 
the driving himself. 

A picturesgqhe and. beloved figure 
—old “Cap” Joyner. He was born 
right across the river in Cobb coun- 
ty, 67 years ago, come next June, 
and he moved to Atlanta with his 
parents the first year of the war 
between the states. 

“Cap” refugeed with his mother 
at Cuthbert, when Sherman came 
marching through Georgia, but they 
returned to Atlanta soon after Ap- 
pomotax. When the Joyners left 
Atlanta they had a big eight-room 
house, but when they came back it 
was a mass of ashes. So Was most 
of what had been Atlanta and since 
that day “Cap” Joyner has had an 
antipathy for fires. Maybe that’s 
the reason that he made the repu- 
tation of being one of the world’s 
most efficient fire-fighters. He 
came bv the fire-fighting instinct 
naturally. 

He first appeared in politics in 
1879 when he was elected city mar- 
shal and the marshal was about all 
the police force Atlanta owned at 
that time. He served in that ca- 
pacity until 1885 when he was elect- 
ed fire chief and he remained fire 
chief for 22 long and _ eventful 
years. 

Under his direction the fire de- 
Partment grew from the horse- 
drawn, hand-pumped hose compa- 
nies and hook and ladder outfits 
to a motorized department of the 
modern city. 

And while he was fire chief he 
was elected president of the Inter- 
national Association of Fire Chiefs 
and re-elected twice, the only time 
this honor has been paid a fire- 


man; 

About that time Atlantans consid- 
ered that they hadn’t honored old 
“Cap” enough. So they elected him 
mayor in 1907. He served two years 
and was not a candidate for re- 
election. In fact, the “Cap” 
never beaten for a public office. 
In 1909 he was elected president 
of the park board and he served 
two vears in that capacity. 

The legislature of 1912 created 
the office of state fire marshal and 
“Cap” was the first man to hold 
the job and he’s held it since until 
a few days ago when his health 
forced him to resign. 

Baseball His Hobby. 

But he’s done other things than 
hold public offices and hold them 
efficiently. He is one of the Keen- 
est sportsmen Atlanta has ever 
known. Baseball is his hobby. Next 
to fire fighting, it’s his passion. 

When Abner Powell left the At- 
lanta club in 1903, “Cap’’ was made 
president of the Crackers. He ap- 
pointed Billy Smith manager and 
during the four years that “Cap” 
directed the affairs of the club, the

COURT OF JUSTICE 
RAMED BY LEAGUE 
TOPREVENT WARS 


Plan as Adopted Is Not 
Obligatory and No Pen- 
alty Is Provided for 
Flouting Decisions of 
Court. 


December 13.—(By the 
assembly 


Geneva, 
Associated Press.)—The 


accomplished today the first im- 
portant constructive act in the work 
of the league of nations, in adopt- 
ing a satute for a permanent inter- 
national court ef justice. The or- 
ganization, as planned, provides no 
penalty for non-compliance with 
the decisions of the court. 

The advocates of the _ project, 
however, believe that it is the most 
complete plan that could be ac- 
cepted by the different governments, 
and are confident that the good- 
will of the nations will remedy its 
defects. The plan will go now to 
the different states for ratification. 

If twenty-two, or a majority, of 
the members of the league, approve 
it before the next meeting of the 
assembly, the judges’ will be 
elected and the court will come 
into existence in the month of Sep- 
tember. . 

Adoption of the plan came after 
an oratorial duel, with Latin- 
America on one side and Europe 
on the other, over the question as 
to whether the jurisdiction of the

Clause as to Jurisdiction. 

The clause of the plan regardihg 
jurisdiction reads: 

“The jurisdiction of the court 
comprises all cases which parties 
refer to it and all matters specially 
provided for in treaties and conven- 
tions in force. Members of the 
league and states mentioned in the 
annex to the covenant may either 
when signing or ratifying the 
protocol to which the present stat- 
utes are joined, or at a later mo- 
ment, declare that they recognize 
as compulsory, ipso facto, and with- 
out special agreement in relation to 
any other member or states accept- 
ing the same obligation the juris- 
diction of the court in all or any 
classes of legal disputes concern- 
ing the interpretation of a treaty, 
any question of international law, 
the existence of any fact which, if 
established, would constitute a 
breach of an international obliga- 
tion and the nature or the extent 
of reparation for a breach of in- 
ternational obligation. 

“Declaration may be made . un- 
conditionally, or condition of 
reciprocity on the part of several! 
or certain states, or for a certain 
time.’’

WAGES SLASHED 
BY COTTON MILLS 


Reduction of 221-2 Per 
Cent Announced for 
One-Half of the Tex- 
tile Workers in New 
England. : 


Boston, December 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A reduction of 
about 22% per cent in the wages 
of approximately one-third of the 
300,000 textile workers in New Enz- 
land was announced today. The 
notices were posted in Lawrence, 
Lowell, New Bedford and _ other 
centers of the industry in Maine 
and Rhode Island. For the most 
part they applied to mills making 
cotton goods, but in a few in- 
stances operatives in worsteds were 
involved. 

Other cotton manufacturers have 
indicated that they ,would fall in- 
to line, but whether the woolen and 
worsted mills will take similar ac- 
tion at this time is uncertain. Wil- 
liam Wood, president of the Ameri- 
can Woolen company, said he had 
no word to add to his statement 
of several days ago that the dil- 
rectors of that company, which op- 
erates fifty mills, had not yet cor- 
sidered the matter. 4 

The reduction, which is made ef- 
fective in most places next Monday 
in effect cancels two increases made 
during the last year and restores 
prices approximately to the figures 
that obtained before a 12% per cent 
increase last December. The man- 
ufacturers of Lowell announced 
that the average wage of the mill 
worker there under the new sched- 
ule would be $21 a week. 

The question of reducing wages 
in the extensive cotton mills at Fall 
River is under negotiation by man- 
ufacturers and Jabor leaders. Most 
of the other centers of the industry 


in this section were represented in 
the announcements of today.

Recurring, as it does, so fre- 
quently in technical articles treat- 
ing of the things which concern 
the ruralists’ business, the ten- 
dency of “milch” is to cheapen 
the author in the readers’ mind, 
and to cause them to put him down 
as being an ass or a linguistic up- 

start instead of a commonsense 
writer with a message helpful to 
them. 

Therefore, the rural reader is apt 
to lay aside the treatise on “milch” 
or on “milch cows,” thus missing, 
perhaps, a most beneficial and in- 
formative discussion of a vexing 
problem. 

And the farm and dairy journals 
suffer in the same way, because 
many of the most helpful contribu- 
tors to their pages are experts in 
the employ, or ex-employees, of the 
department of agriculture, who, 
either by compulsion or by habit, 


class of readers who use “milk” 
in their coffee. 
“Milch” is a Biblical word, and, 
as such, a perfectly good one; but, 
outside of Scriptural or poetical 
writing it is out of place, and 
sounds as stilted, as “kine.” 
If “milch” is justifiable in com- 
mon usage, “kine” is equally so. 
Imagine the answer of a western 
cowpuncher to the suggestion thar 
he is a “tender of kine;” or to the 
question, “How many kine are on 
this range?” 
To him, to the ranchman, the 
farmer or the dairyman of the 
twentieth century, “milch” is 
equally as ridiculous. 
It is a very good word—to drop 
from our working vocabulary! 
The department of agriculture 
has done well in dropping it; whic 
decree, of course, does not destroy 
the usefulness of ‘“milch,” along 
with “kine,” by the pos‘s and the 
writers on Biblical topics. 


PERIL ON WET STREETS. 

The Atlanta Humane society 
has called attention to the peril 
that exists on wet streets—peril, 
not so much to human life and 
limb in this instance, but to the 
life and limb of draft animals. 
This humanitarian organization 
“speaks for those that cannot 
speak for themselves,” according 
to its motto; and that is what it 
is doing when it admonishes ex- 
treme care on the part of team- 
sters to protect their animals from 
the pain and suffering, and, in too 
many instances, death, that result 
from falling on the slippery pave- 
ment. 

All of which should be heeded 
also by owners of horses and 
mules that are employed on the 
streets, 

A draft animal is a thing of 
value; and when it is killed or in- 
jured its owner suffers a mone- 
tary loss. But transcending that, 
in the appraisal of every citizen of 
humane instincts and consideration 
for the helpless, is the physical 
suffering that accrues to the beast 
itself. 

A part of the suffering caused 
by horses and mules slipping and 
falling on the streets of Atlanta— 
which is distressfully prevalent 
upon every wet day—may be due 
to a lack of forethought on the part 
of employers and to carelessness 
on the drivers’ part; but in the 
main, no doubt, it is attributable to 
the teamsters’ want of ingenuity 
and resourcefulness in assisting a 
fallen animal to its feet. 
Employers and teamsters should 
exercise care on rainy days, first, 
to be sure that their animals are 
properly shod; second, not to over- 
load—not to expect as much serv- 
ice from a beast under slippery 
street conditions as upon days 
when the pavements are dry and 
footing reasonably secure. 

Extra care should be exercised, 
too, in turning corners; and espe- 
cially should “slow and steady” be 
the teamster’s watchword when 
the streets are wet. 

And in the event of an animal’s 
losing its footing, patience and a 
large measure of common “horse 
sense” should be brought into 
play in getting it back again upon 
all-fours. 

First of all, of course, the beast 
should be freed from its team- 
mate and from the vehicle; and it 
should be given time and an op- 
portunity to recover its composure 
and become assured that its driver 
is its friend. 

Then, a judicious sprinkling of 
earth or sand, or a blanket, or an 
old burlap bag—or the teamster’s 
coat, if nothing else to serve the 
purpose is available — spread 
where the animal may get a foot- 
hold upon it, will do more good 
than a whole day of swearing and 
lashing and abuse! 

Teamsters cannot be too careful 
to prevent their animals from 
falling, ror too considerate and 
merciful and humane in the event 
of such a mishap; and if teamsters 
and team-owners alike will give 
friendly attention to the sugges- 
tions offered by the humane so- 
ciety, the animal hazard on the 
streets of Atlanta undoubtedly can 
be very greatly reduced.

Financial Aid to Farmers 


Editor Constitution: “Deflation” 
is a new word in life’s economics, 
and its introduction into industry 
has not yet been fully realized, 


though its withering touch has al- 
yeady grasped many throats, and 
strangulation will soon follow. Its 
main effect is to increase the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, and to 
decrease employment of labor and 
shrink the values of property. Its 
parallel was the Hun.invasion of 
Belgium and France. 

fr “profiteering” is a crime by 
exacting three or four profits on its 
sales, why is not “forced deflation” 
of products, three or four times be- 
low the cost of production, an 
equal crime? Capital increases by 
raising prices and capital increases 
by reducing prices. A corporation 
employing 1,000 men is affected 10 
per cent by “deflation.” They dis- 
charge 100 men—turn them out to 
starve. 

The farmer last January borrows 
$200. He invests in mules, fertil- 
izers and supplies, and in WNo- 


vember gathers a bale of cotton, 
through ten months of labor, and 
“forced deflation” offers him $74 
for it. 

Vice President-elect Coolidge says 
“Civilization goes hand in hand 
with earnings and profits.” Con- 
traction of credits gave birth to 
deflation, which is now robbing la- 
bor of “earnings,” and the farmer 
of his “profits.” Shall we join 
hands with these people and make 
“civilization” sure? In this land 
of plenty and almosst all the gold 
of the world at our command, we 
can easily lead the “civilized” 
world and ride in the vehicle of ex- 
change. Transport from those who 
have the products to those who 
need. Money is the vehicle. All 
we need to do is use it. The safest 
foundation for a government is a 
prosperous people. If the cotton 
farmer sells his entire crop at to- 
day's prices, he will not have 
enough money to pay half his debts. 
Unless the merchant can _ collect 
his accounts he cannot pay the 

anks. The federal reserve sys- 
tem was created to meet and pre- 
vent just such calamity. The Cobb 
county plan provides a sound 
method for the federal reserve sys- 
tem through the loca] banks to 
function so that the farmer will 
receive a “living price” for his crop 
and the cotton can be held for the 
market and placed with the people 
who want and need it. 

This can be done by the powe? 
of the government, without appro- 
priating a single doilar from the 
public treasury or adding to the 
cost of living of a single individual 
in the United States. 

Congressman Lee has introduced 
an act to give this plan effect, and 
it can be passed, if we will but 
ask for it. Banks and trust com- 


panies forming to specialize in for- 
eign trade will be helpful in ex- 
tending business, but they cannot 
give the real relief needed today 
by the farmer. They won't even 
credit Germany with the 3,000,000 
bales they they need, because all 
property in Germany is subject to 
a first lien of the allies reparations 
commission. Our government is 
the only financial institution in the 
United States that can credit Ger- 
many and maintain the security 
through the goods made from the 
cotton sold on credit. 

England has set aside $125,000,000 
to aid in foreign exports of 25 per 
cent of her manufactured products. 


Cuba provides $100,000,000 for her 
sucar. Japan takes over all her 
raw silk. Brazil several years 
ago protected her coffee and saved 
her people from starvation. Com- 
pare these with the efforts ofa few 
publiec-spirited men to raise a $6,-

WHAT SHOULD BE TAUGHT AT 
SCHOOL. 

Here is a letter from a real girl 
fifteen years old: 

“Dear Dr. Brady: I’ve been won- 
dering why you never answered a 
letter I wrote you a month ago. 
Perhaps it was not proper for mé 
to write. If so, please do not think 
wrong of me. What I, asked in 
my other letter was that you ex- 
plain about the origin of human 
life. 

“I’ve been hearing so many 4if- 
ferent stories from the girls at 
school .. . I don’t think it is right 
for older girls to tell younger girls 
things that I really believe they 
don’t understand themselves, and I 
think it is a shame the way they 
talk about such things and try to 
be funny. You'd think it was the 
worst thing imaginable. 

“Ag I told you before, my moth- 
er is dead, and whenever I have 
asked such questions my relatives 
have told me it is immodest to talk 
about such. things. I am fifteen 
and if you think I am too young to 
ask for knowledge of this subject, 
please tell me so, for I don’t want 
to do wrong. Yours truly, 


It is, indeed, deplorable to know 
that this deplorable result of ig- 
norance pervades even the atmos- 
phere of the school. But why not? 
Since when has any common or 
public school offered boys and girls 
the knowledge to which they are 
entitled concerning the origin of 
human life? 

If boys pick up their first filthy 
misinformation from their older 
companions at the age of nine 
years, as the U. S. public health 
service investigators found, it is 
probable that girls are likewise 
misinformed at the average age of 
twelve or thirteen. The schools 
that have ventured to give the most 
essential knowledge of human re- 
production have assumed that the 
age of sixteen is early enough for 
such instruction—just seven years 
too late in the case of boys, at any 
rate. 

Every father should see to it 
that his son shall be properly in- 
structed, by himself or by the fam- 
ily pRysician if the father himself 
does not feel competent. Every 
mother should feel it her duty to 
see that her daughter is properly 
instructed; if she herself cannot 
undertake the task, then she should 
seek the ald of some good woman 
physician. The instruction of boys 
and girls concerning human repro- 
duction is a task which requires 
special fitness. Teachers who un- 
dertake such instruction must have 
special training for the work; it is 
a mistake for the ordinary teacher 
to attempt this difficult thing. 

Think of the horrible environ- 
ment to which the truly modest 
little girl who writes this letter is 
constantly exposed—at school! 
Doesn't it bring a blush of shame? 
It does if you are a father, a moth- 
er, even a man or a woman. And 
think how sadly the guardian or 
relative failed in a sacred duty 
when the child was told that “such 
things are immodest.” That is ae- 
liberately turning the child over to 
the filthy instructors who are wait- 
ing on every side to poison her

eral Reserve banks can charge 
member banks, stands the most 
likelihood of passage. A similar 
bill was introduced in the senate 
by Senator Harris. 

Judge Brand is a member of the 
house committee on banking and 
currency, and is, therefore, a log- 
ical man to back such a measure. 

He is a good fighter, has a multi- 
tude of friends on both sides of the 
floor, and can come as nearly suc- 
ceeding with this measure as any 
member of congress.

MV HOURS A WEEK 
FIGHT OPENS HERE 


“Employers Will Never 
Yield,” Says Mikell. 
“Will Come, Regardless 
of Cost,” Says Reddick. 


“Employers of printers are deter- 
mined to fight to the last ditch the 
44-hour week proposed by the 
unions,” said P. T. Mikell, secre- 
tary of the Southeastern Typothetae 


'federation in an interview Monday 


afternoon. 

“The 44-hour week will come re- 
gardless of cost,” was the emphatic 
assertion of Walter N. Reddick, 
president of the International Book 
Binders’ organization, in a talk 
made Monday night to Atlanta 
printers at the chamber of com- 
merce. 

Representatives of various print- 
ers’ labor unions, included in the in- 
ternational joint conference coun- 
cil, met throughout the day Monday 
at the Piedmont hotel. They will 
meet Tuesday in an endeavor to 
perfect a system of joint local 
boards, whereby the work of the 
organization may be greatly facili- 
tated. It is proposed to divide the 
country into districts. 

Many Talks Are Made, 

At the open meeting Monday night 
in the chamber of commerce a num- 
ber of these representatives made 
talks in which the international 
jcint conference council was recom- 
mended to the approval of both 
printing employers and employees 
aS an instrument for. preventing 
Strikes and amicably settling all 
differences of opinion. : 

P. T. Mikell, secretary of the 
Southeastern Typothetae organiza- 
tion, embracing in its association 
the states of North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee, told a Consti- 
tution reporter Monday that he is 
at present on a tour of a number 
of cities in these states, in an ef- 
fort to arouse the employers to ac- 
tion against the 44-hour week, pro- 
posed by the labor unions, He says 
that south of the Ohio river the sen- 
timent of printing employers is sol- 
idly against the 44-hour proposi- 
tion, now enforced in New York, 
Chicago and Washington. 

The cost of printing, even now 
unreasonably high, Mr. Mikel] as- 
serted, would be increased as the 
result of a forty-four hour week. 
Mr. Mikell said that the Southeast- 
ern Typothetae Federation regarded 
such an increase, which would in- 
evitably follow, would be extremely 
unfortunate, especially at this time, 
when every effort is being made to 
get back to normal. 

In his speech at the meeting Mr. 
Reddick asserted that printing em- 
ployers were “not only persecuting 
the unions, but desire others to sub- 
scribe to their destructive pro- 
gram.” 

Fund Is Charged. 

He asserted that he had reason 
to believe that employers of print- 
ing were contributing to a common 
fund to fight the unions which plan 
to put the 44-hour ‘week into ef- 
fect May 1, 1921. Mr. Reddick as- 
serted that it was “a serious mis- 
take for employers to announce 
that they are going to fight the 
people whom they now employ.” 

After adjournment of the meeting 
Roy Williams, president of the 
Southeastern Typothetae Federation 
and a printing employer, atter pt- 
ed to make a reply to the talk by 
Mr. Reddick. He was prevented 
from so doing, however, by Chair- 
man James J. Freel, of New York 
city, president of the International 
Stereotypers’ and Blectrotypers’ 
union, who stated that he did not 
care to have the matter discussed 
at that time.

AMERICAN SHIPS:. 
INOVERSEASTRADE 


Nearly Half the Nation’s 
Record- Breaking Ex- 
ports Carried Under the 


Stars and Stripes. 


Washington, December 13.—Near- 
ly one-half of the nation’s recor: 
breaking overseas commerce in thé 
past fiscal year ‘was carried fa 
American ships, Secretary Alexan- 
der shows in his annual report 
made public today. The overseas 
trade reached the unprecedented to- 
tal of $11,875,424,000 and $5,071,- 
905,000 of it was carried in Ameri- 
can owned vessels as against $368,- 
359,000 carried jn American bottoms 
the year before the war. 

The total volume of imports and 
exports by land and sea was £:¢.- 
349,661,000, nearly  $3,000,000,000 
above the previous record estabjish- 
ed inthe fiscal year ended June 
30, 1919. Imports for the last year 
amounted to $5,238,621,000 as com- 
pared with $3,095,720,000 for the 
previous year, and almost $3,000,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year of 1918. 


The value of exports for the lest/ 


fiscal year aggregated $7,950,429,- 
000, an increase of approximately 
$900,000,000 over the previous year 
and $2,000,000,000 over 1918. 

Mr. Alexander also shows that 
last fiscal year 
American merchant fleet was in- 
creased by 670 vessels of 3,416,000 
gross tons, and that on last June 
30 American shipping comprised 
28,183 vessels of 16,324,024 gross 
tons. This compared with 7,928,688 
in 1914. 

“Growth of American shipping 
has been wholly in the _ foreign 
trade,” the secretary said, “much 
more than half of that growth hav- 
ing taken place since the armistice 
of November 11, 1918, and the in- 
crease of the past fiscal year being 
double that of any year before the 
armistice. This increase in ton- 
nage would mean little unless it 
stood also for an increase in 
trade.” 

Quoting from the bureau's statis- 
tics showing an increase of about 
15,000,000 net tons cleared by Amer- 
ican ships in 1920 as against 1914 
the secretary continued: “In a word, 
while our gross tonnage registered 
for foreign trade is tenfold what 
it was in 1914, it has supplied in 
actual employment in overseas 
trade fourteen times the Amerl- 
can cargo and passenger 
available in 1914, though 
shorter voyages to foreign ports in 
North America, requiring fewer and 
usually smaller ships, the increase

great.” 
Charging Off War Cost. 

In connection with the growth of 
American shipping and foreign 
trade, Mr. Alexander discussed the 
advisability of charging of? “to the 
winning of the war,” sufficient of 
the war cost of the governmente 
owned ships to enable them to come 
pete with foreign shipping on the 
basis of actual value of the prop- 
erties. He advocated this course on 
the belief that only through such 
action could the ships, built under 
wartime stress and at various costs, 
continue to meet the overhead ex- 
youu of maintenance and opera- 
tion, 

“We must be candid with our- 
selves,” he contined. “The value of 
the ships owned by the government 
must be reduced to their actual val- 
ue for competitive purposes at the 
present time, and the difference be- 
tween that value and the first cost 
should be charged to the winning 
of the war. 
difference, the corresponding con- 
tribution to the sinking fund and 
the corresponding allowance for de- 
preciation will be treated thus as 
war losses, and this surely is pref- 
erable to a continued failure to 
make annual payments on the ac- 
count of the merchant marine to 
interest, sinking fund and depre- 
ciation.” 

Although the nation’s gross for- 
eign business was the greatest in 
its history last year, the secretary 
expressed the bellef that American 
exporters would find it “increas- 
ingly difficult” to maintain their 
position in foreign markets with- 
out adequate government aid, and 
he urges congress to provide for 
expansion of the foreign attache 
service, and asked for increased ap- 
propriations to be used in the pro- 
motion of foreign trade. For Latie- 
American trade development, Mr. 
Alexander recommended  expendi- 
tures of 50 per cent more than was 
used in this field last year. 

The secretary cited specific 
achievements of the department's 
foreign staff as proof of the aid it 
had rendered and was rendering 
American business in expanding 
and increasing its foreign trade. He 
declared the accomplishments had 
been marked in every country and 
suggested that congress develop the 
commercial aid service apace with 
the growth and requirements of the 
nation’s foreign commerce. 


Estimates of appropriations re< 


| quired for the department of com- 


merce for the fiscal year 1922 were 
placed by the secretary at $30,383,- 
481, an increase of $10,121,712 over 
those of this year. 

Cost of the field work in connec- 
tion with the enumeration of pop- 
ulation and agriculture for the 1920 
census will reach approximately 
$9,345,000, consisting of about $7,- 
650,000 for enumerators and approx- 
imately $1,695,000 for salaries and 
traveling expenses of the supervis- 
ors and special agents, Secretary 
Alexander said. 

Bureau of Lighthouses. 

Discussing the work of the bu- 
reau of lighthouses for the year 
the secretary said a total of 634 
new aids to navigation were estab- 
lished, including 172 Hghts and 60 
gas buoys, by the lighthouse sery- 
ice which on June 30, 1920, em-

coast line and river channel. 

In his discussion of the work of 
the coast and geodetic survey, Mr. 
Alexander devoted much space to 
Alaska, 
never been a well defined and con- 
centrated effort on a big business 
scale to develop the territory as it 
should be done. He pointed out 
that Alaska with its more than 26,- 
000 miles of detailed coast line 
could not be approached without 
plying the waters that nearly sur- 
round it. 

The secretary said that hundreds 
of vessels had been wrecked on the 
Alaskan coast, many of them be- 
cause of the lack of proper salling 
charts and knowledge of currents, 
and he urged that the present con- 
ditions as regards to survey work 
be remedied by means of complete 
survey carried on in a systematic 
manner with all possible rapidity. 

“The millions of dollars that are 
being expended to build the govern- 
ment-owned railroad. through ‘the 
interior of Alaska,” sald Mr. Alex- 
ander, “the large amount of private 
capital that has been and will be 
spent to develop her mines, to bull 
up her fishing industry; the ear 
opening of the vast coal fields; the 
utilizing of the great timber fre- 
sources, etc. all this would be 
wasted and her vast resources 
would be worthless if vessels could 
not reach and enter her ports or 
visit the railroad terminals, can- 
neries and nearest ports as outlets 
to the many mines.” 

Reviewing the work of the steam- 
boat inspection service, Mr. Alex- 
ander disclosed that during the 
year nearly 9,000,000 passengers 
were carried safely on ships for. 
each passenger lost. The total of 
passengers carried was 368,870,327, 
and only 42 lost their lives. The 
total number of accidents on ships 
resulting in loss of life was 192 and 
the number of lives lost 470, of 
which 145 were from such causes

Fhe gallant fullback deservedly 
takes the place at the head of the 
Tech team if ever there was a man 
who deserves this honor.

During the meeting definite an- 
nouncement was made that a south- 
ern conference would be formed 
next spring in Atlanta. It will meet 
on call of Professor S, V. Sanford, 
faculty director of athletics of the 
University of Georgia. It will be 
composed of representatives of the 
University of Maryland, the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, the University of 
North Carolina, the University of 
South Carolina, Clemson college, the 
University of Georgia, Georgia Tech, 
the University of Alabama, Auburn, 
Mississippi A. & M., the University 
of Tennessee and the University 
of Kentucky.

men, every one of whom has the 
advantage of him in poundage and 
the rine records of Miske, Brennan 
and Willard show that they each 
possess a sleep-compelling punch.

No other champion has done near- 
ly so much toward really defending 
his title with the exceptions of 
John L. Sullivan and James J. Jef- 
fries. Sullivan, after he defeated 
Paddy Ryan, fought everybody un- 
til he finally collapsed before Cor- 
bett. Corbett, as champion, studi- 
ously avoided fighting ‘any one 
with the exception of the war-worn 


‘(Charlie Mitchell, until he was forced 


into combat with Fitzsimmons. 

As a champon old Fitz was slow 
about risking his title. From his 
Carson City battle until the night 
he was dethroned he fought no one 
of any prominence. He regarded 
Jim Jeffries as a set-up when he 
faced him that fateful night. 

Jeffries, on the other hand, fought 
everybody and then fave every- 
body a change to see if they could 
do better. He was finally forced to 
retire because there was no one 
eapable ef- giving him a_ serfous 
battle. \ 

Tommy Burns, who, won the title 
by default, was chaséd around the 
world before he would consent to 
a fight with Jack Johnson. Jack 
Johnson avoided the ring carefully 
except for a scrap with  Stanlev 
Ketchell, a middleweight, and this 
scrap always looked to be a moving 
picture proposition. Jeffries return- 


ing, had to fight the aged Califor-: 


nian to clear his title. After he 
had undisputed possession of it, 
Johnson fought no one except the 
second rate Frank Moran until he 
battled Willard. 

All the time that Willard reigned 
his one fight was a no-decison af- 
fair against Moran until the To- 
ledo tragedy. 

But now here comes Dempsey and 
risks his title three times within 
£ix months against, most formid- 
able opponents that promoters can 
pick, and all the time he is risking 
losing the golden ‘opportunity of 
meeting Carpentier. He evidently 
has supreme confidence in himself. 

There has been much in Demp- 
sey s life that is not admirable, but 
right now he is behaving himself 
as a real champion: should behave.

There is no prouder or highly re- 
garded schoo] in the south than 
the University of the South at Se- 
wanee. Alumni of no southern col- 
lege can compare in their love and 
loyalty for the college that nurured 
them with the alumnt of the Pur- 
ple.

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Blue Monday on Wall St.' 
With Bears in Evidence

New York, December 13.—Wall street experienced another blue 
Monday today: On news and rumors of further shutting down of 
mills, enforced reductions in selling -prices and cuts in wages, the stock 
market opened down from 1 to 3 points on very heavy trading, single 
transactions of from one to three thousand shares appearing on the 
tape at regular intervals. Then immediately after the opening there 
occurred one of the most vicious bear drives so far witnessed. This 
carried many stocks down to a new low record for the year, the list 
of active shares making new lows, including American Sugar, Crucible, 
United States Steel Common, Baldwin, U. S. Food Products, New Haven. 
On the curb New Haven 4 per cent bonds broke from 65 to 55 with 
no buyers in between the prices named. Around 11 o'clock a rally oc- 
curred, followed by dullness, and then active sinking spells. The 
low prices were made either around 1 o’clock or during the last hour. 

BETTER TONE TO MARKET. 

During the sensational break in the stock market which occurred 
late Friday and again Saturday, there was absolutely no buying power 
displayed. Today there was a much better tone to the market. 
The new low records made for many shares on selling to raise money 
for Wednesday taxes and to establish losses for the 1920 taxes. Whether 
today’s buying was short covering banking support or for the account 
of investors can only be surmised. In any event, it was there. 

With the wolf ofWall street again plunging successfully in the stock 
market on the bear ‘side, disturbing rumors have reached a point in 
keeping with the\urgent selling, which has been going on. One old- 
time banker here atated today that it was necessary to go back to 1893 
or 1873, to find ag liquidation or bear runwrs equal to the sit- 
uation of the past six weeks. 

CABLE RUMORS ABROAD. 

These rumors dre being cabled abroad and then back here at an 
alarming rate. Inasmuch as deflation of the worse inflated condition 
in the history of the world has begun. It is to be expected that there 
will be spectaculgr failures and disclosures of embarrassments for some 
weeks to come. “\However, the point to keep in mind is that this coun- 
try now has ace bank that is meeting the situation. In 1873 banks 
simply failed. In I893 they shut down and thus killed business. To- 
day the expanding loans of the member banks and the Federal Re- 
serve banks means that business men are being helped. That is the 
difference between the present situation and the two other periods 
named; and it should be added that the Federal Reserve banks still 
have room for expansion if the situation calls for temporary expan- 
sion. 

PANIS AVERTED. 

The decline in the stock market of the past six weeks has reflect- 
ed trade reaction. How long this trade reaction will last no one knows. 
But this much is certain: The country, as a whole, was headed for a 
panic; the panic has been averted; conditions in finance and industry 
are now moving back in the direction of normal. Because we are now 
—after six years, at last—headed in the right direction. Wise inves- 
tors were buying today such seasoned dividend-paying railroad stocks

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HARDING AND ROOT 
DISCUSS PROBLEMS 


Former Secretary Ex- 
plains the World Court 


vey Is Urging Referen- 
dum on War. 


Marion, Ohio, December 13.—Pres- 
{dent-elect Harding today discussed 
the problems of his administration 
with Elihu Root, a former secre- 
tary of state and one of the most 
notable of the nation’s elder states- 
men. 

International relations and the 
Prospect for an acceptable world 
peace association held the center of 
attention in their four-hour talk, 
Mr. Harding drawing exhaustively 
upon the recent experience of his 
visitor as an adviser abroad in the 
formation of a world court under 
the Versailles league. The presi- 
dent-elect asked many questions 
about the present attitude of Euro- 
pean statesmen toward the league. 

What advice Mr. Root gave with 
regard to reservations of the frame- 
work of the league was not reveal- 
ed, nor would either comment on 
the results of the conference except 
to say that no conclusions had been 
reached. It was indicated Mr. Har- 
ding was attempting to form no 
opinion for the present, but was 
content to gather information and 
advice. 

Harvey Wants War Referendum. 

Coincident with Mr. Root’s visit, 
it became known that Colonel

referendum. Colonel Harvey did 
not indicate to what degree his 
proposal had been approved, but he 
expressed hope that some such pro- 
vision would be written into any 
world association sponsored by the 
coming administration. 

The war referendum proposal has 
been advanced many times during 
the peace treaty fight and several 
reservations embodying it were in- 
troduced in the senate. One of its 
leading advocates has been William 
J. Bryan, who is to confer with 
Mr. Harding Friday. After his talk 
with the president-elect, Mr. Root 
would make no comment except to 
say that the interview had been 
“very delightful and interesting.” 
In reply to repeated questions on 
specific subjects, he reverted to his 
original description of the confer- 
ence, giving no indication whether 
domestic problems or such subjects 
as cabinet appointments were dis- 
cussed. Except for the cordial man- 
ner of the conference, his visit 
threw no light on reports that he 
might be asked to. become secre- 
tary of state in the Harding ad- 
ministration. 

Root Tells of World Court. 


In presenting the details of the 
new world court which was unani- 
mously adopted today by the assem- 
bly of the league of nations, the 
formrer secretary is understood to 
have suggested that a considerable 
step toward peace might be taken 
by amending arbitration treaties 
the world over so that justiciable 
questions would a]l be referred to 
the tribunal for decision. There 
are about 200 such treaties now in 
existence, but most of them pro- 
vide for decisions by none-perma- 
nent commission sof various char- 
acters. 

He added that the court, as plan- 
ned by the commission of which he 
was a member, probably would not 
prevent wars of policy, such as the 
recent world war, but Would go a 
long way toward removing the ele- 
ment of danger from questions aris- 
ing from real differences of opin- 
ion. The court, he explained, would 
have jurisdiction only when both 
litigants agreed to put their quar- 
rél in its hands: 

Harding Has Court in Mind. 

In all of his contemplation of a 
world association of nations, Mr. 
Harding has had in mind some such 
international court and in outlining 
his campaign policy on the league 
he suggested that The Hague tri- 
bunal might furnish the basis for 
such an institution. The Hague 
court is not a permanent one, how- 
ever, and has more of the aspects 
of a diplomatic conference than of 
a legal establishment. 

Tomorrow the president-elect will 
talk over the league and other ques- 
tions with Governor William C. 
Sproul, of Pennsylvania, and W. W. 
Atterbury. vice president of the 
Pennsyvivania rallroad, who was 
head of the American government's 
railway system in France during 
the war.

He Declares He Has No 
Intention of Quitting the 
Throne \in Favor of 
Prince George. 


Switzerland, December 
13.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Constantine, of Greece, today per- 
sonally declared he would not ab- 
dicate the throne. 

Professor Georgios Streit, his con- 
fidential adviser, last week denied 
reports that Constantine might ab- 
dicate in favor of Crown Prince 
George, but today’s utterance by 
Constantine was his first direct 
statement on the subjec

stantine in his farewell interview 
with the correspondents preliminary 
to his departure for Venice tomor- 
row, en route to Athens. 

The members of Constantine’s 
suite, with their families and serv- 
ants, will leave tomorrow for Brin- 
disi, from which port they will de- 
part for Athens. The departure of 
Constantine himself for Venice to- 
morrow afternoon will’ be {nformal, 
and the same as that of ordinary 
travelers. According to additional] 


details of the program of the Greek 
government, telegraphesd to Con- 
stantine today, the latter will ar- 
rive at Phaleron, 4 miles from Ath- 
ens, at 1 o’clock Sunday afternoon.
